The following letter by Mr. R. P. 
Rithet, M.P.P., addressed to Mr. D. R. 
Ker, wits rend by the hitter at the public 
meeting last evening, and shows beyond 
question where Mr. Rithet'a sympathies 
are in the present election : 

San Fbancibc o, June ',), 181)6. 

My Dear Kkb, — As 1 now And, much 
to my regret, that I am not going to bo 
with you during the election I trust that 
you and the other friends of the party 
an; using your utmost efforts to secure 
the return of our former representatives, 
.Messrs. Prior and Earle. 

I feel confident that it will be more to 
tho benefit of Victoria that they should 
be returned again. The advantage of 
having Colonel Prior as a member of the 
government is a very important feature, 
but apart altogether from this I consider 
that the Liberal-Conservative party is 
the one which has always shown the 
greatest interest in, and desire to ad- 
anoe the interests of British Columbia. 
The policy of this party besides is, in my 
judgment, tho one which is best calcula- 
ted to develop our resources and the in- 
terests of the Province and Dominion 
generally. 

Being, as I believe we ate, on the verge 
of development of our mineral and other 
resources on such a scale as baa never 
before been experienced, I think it would 
be a great mistake for British Columbia 
to change its allegiance at the present 
time; more especially so as the Liberal 
party have never shown themselves very 
friendly when speaking of Brit- 
ish Columbia, nor have they 
ever appeared to grasp the situ- 
ation in that spirit of enterprise 
which must prevail if our province is to 
be opened up for development and set- 
tlement as quickly as we are all so anxi- 
ous it should be. It is but natural on 
such occasions that both parties should 
endeavor to make it appear that British 
Columbia would receive a large share of 
their attention, but so far as I can judge 
the Liberals have never shown that they 
were possessed of any well defined and 
fixed policy in reference to the greater 
questions now before the public — or to- 
wards British Columbia or any other 
section of the Dominion of such a nature 
as to commend them to the confidence 
of the country. For these reasons 1 urn 
convinced that the party from whom 
the greatest benefits to our province will 
be derived is the Liberal-Conservative 
party, and from what I have been able 
to gather, from his public utterances and 
other evidence which has been given to 
me, 1 feel confident that Sir Charles 
Tupper is not only desirous of develop- 
ing and settling up the Western portions 
of Canada (now so ripe for the applica- 
tion of a broad, enterprising and liberal 
policy, in the interest and for the benefit 
of tho whole Dominion), but that he is 
also ambitious that something in this 
direction should be accomplished to a 
material extent during his leadership, 
in order that he may add more laurels 
to what he has already aided in accom- 
plishing, as a member of previous gov- 
ernments during the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive regime. 

Coming into power at such a critics! 
time in the history of the Dominion, 
I feel satisfied that bis aim and that 
of his government will be to aid 
in every way possible the settlement 
of the many important matters claim- 
ing the attention of the public in a man- 
ner which will be best calculated to pro- 
mote the public welfare and further 
the development of the country by en- 
couraging the building of railways as the 
only medium by which it can be suc- 
cessfully accomplished, and I am glad to 
be able to say further that I understand 
SirChareB Tupper himself is already 
pledged to render any reasonable assist- 
ance which may be found necessary in 
this direction for any and all sections of 
the Dominion. 

As one of the matters most seriously 
affecting Victoria at the present time is, 
I take it, the construction of the British 
Pacilic Railway, I am rather sorry that it 
cannot be made a more direct question 
than it is at the present time and during 
this election. The failure of the negotia 
tions with the local government for the 
money aitl stipulated for by the parties 
who were prepared to furnish the neces- 
sary capital for building this road, has 
necessitated tho commencement of new 
negotiations upon diffetent lines, and 
which, up to the present time, have not 
reached a point to warrant mo in mak- 



ing any definite statement, The friends 
of tho enterprise in London are using 
every effort to meet tho views of the 
local government, and should a practi- 
cal arrangement result, even if special 
aid should be called for, I would have 
every confidence that Sir Charles Tup- 
per and his government, if returned to 
power, would favorably consider Buch a 
proposal for bo important and necessary 
an undertaking. I am, therefore, most 
anxious that this government should 
again be returned to power, with Messrs. 
Prior and Earle as the representatives 
for Victoria, so that they may continue 
the negotiations already fairly started 
and bring them to a successful isBue. I 
hardly think I can say more upon this 
point at present. 

Above everything, I would say to you 
and my other friends that all splitting of 
votes should be avoided. Let the ques- 
tion bo, one or the other— Conservative 
or Liberal; and on no account allow 
your cause to be nullified by sending a 
divided representation from the city ot 
Victoria. 

I again wish you every success during 
the coming contest, and shall watch the 
progress of the election with the greatest 
interest; and, until I learn to the con- 
trary, I have every confidence that the 
result will be a solid representation of 
" Liberal-Conservatives." 

I do not expect to be able to return to 
Victoria before the middle of July, as 
before returning I have to come back to 
San Francisco, but my stay in all prob- 
ability (here) will be a short one.

Grit Roorbacks Exploded— Complete 
Fizzle of a McCarthyite 
Meeting 1 . 



(From Our Own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, June 20.— Locally the po- 
litical situation lias simmered down to 
the old-time assurance of Conservative 
success. The most disreputable tactics 
were resorted to by the Liberals in the 
hope of weakening tho Conservative 
cause, even to selecting a candidate op- 
posed to every plank of Mr. Laurier's 
platform. An effort was also made to 
boom a McCarthyite candidature, but 
the result was a revulsion of feeling and 
the return of wobbling Conservatives 
by hundreds into the party camp. In 
Ottawa nobody doubts the success of the 
Conservative cause. 

The effects of the week's discussion 
and the explosion of so many Grit roor- 
backs were Been in the meetings here 
to-night. Not more than two hundred 
attended the Liberal "demonstration " 
in Centre town, and the McCarthyite 
meeting at City Hall square was a com- 
plete fizzle, while the Conservative rally 
in the manufacturing centre, Victoria 
ward, was the biggest political rallyof the 
campaign. The McCarthyite fizzle is 
largely due to candidate McVeity's an- 
nouncement at the hist moment of the 
name of the alleged accredited agent of 
Sir Charles Tupper, who asked him for 
a secret pledge to support the remedial 
bill. 

In the afternoon McVeity named Win. 
Steward, a man with whom ho had 
quarrelled at the McCarthyite Associa- 
tion, who, as everybody knows, has not 
spoken to McVeity since. Among tho 
suggestive incidents of the lust few days 
is the declaration of La Presse (Inde- 
pendent) of Montreal, that Mr. Laurier's 
leadership would be really fatal to 
French Canadian interests.

The Grits' Japanese Allies— Col. Prior 
on Local Issues— Mr. Rithet's 
Advice. 



Another exhibition of "Liberal" profici- 
ency in tho art of obstruction was given 
last evening at the Liberal-Conservative 
meeting in the Lyceum ball. As announc- 
ed yesterday morning, the opposition bad 
found it advisable to cancel their own meet- 
ing, widely advertised to have been held 
last night under the special auspices of tho 
Young Liberal Association. It looked at 
first as if the Liberal-Conservatives would 
have done well to follow this example, for 
Saturday night is not a favorable time for 
meetings, especially when the weather is so 
beautifully line as at this season, and it was 
not until nine o'clock that the attendance 
was- sufficient to make it advisable to open 
the proceedings, liut after daylight had 
disappeared the ball filled more rapidly, 
until at length nearly every seat was 
occupied and behind the chairs 
the entire space wa.s filled by a standing 
crowd. It was not long before the fact be- 
came apparent that the Liberals, who form- 
ed but a small proportion of tho audience, 
had chosen as their stronghold a corner 
near the door which later became the 
centre of continuous interruption, necessi- 
tating the dispatch of a message for tho 
police. This incident explains why the 
presence of police from beginning to end of 
the meeting on the Work Estate was so 
distasteful to those on whose behalf the 
Times complained. 

Senator Macdonald having been chosen 
as chairman, opened last evening's pro- 
ceedings with an address in which he re- 
viewed the great progress made by the 
Dominion of Canada since the introduction 
of the National Policy. He could not see 
what t lie country could possibly gain by 
placing the Liberals .in power, while the 
loss of revenue caused by any reduction 
they made in the tariff would diminish the 
amount available for useful public works. 
He hoped the electors of Victoria would 
not on Tuesdav do anything to disturb the 
trade of the country, but rather that they 
would vote to sustain the policy of the pre- 
sent government by marking their ballots 
for Mr. Earle and Col. Prior. (Applause.) 

Mr. Thomas Earle rose amidst applause. 
He also took up the trade question, recall- 
ing the circumstances which led to the in- 
troduction of the National Policy after the 
elections of 1878 restored Sir John Mac- 
donald to power. It is the same policy, be 
showed, upon which Sir Charles Tupper 
appeals to the people at this time, in the 
confidence that the beneficial results of 
protection are so apparent that it 
must again receive the endorsation 
of the electors. The Liberal party 
on the other hand stand for what is for all 
practical purposes free trade, notwithstand- 
ing the protestations to the contrary of the 
candidates in Victoria, where it is abund- 
antly evident that free trade is not and can- 
not be popular. (Applause.) The National 
Policy has indisputably enriched the com- 
munity as a whole, the extent of the gain 
being seen from the census returns of 1891 
as compared with those of 1881. The only 
matter, besides the trade issue, now before 
the electors is the school question, upon 
which the agitation has been kept up by the 
Liberal party simply to divert attention 
from the issue of protection as against free 
trade, upon which they well knew they 
could not win. (Applause.) In British 
Columbia they try to give a local inter- 
est to the school auestion by alleg- 
ing that some day our own province may 
be found in a similar position to that 
of Manitoba to-day, but he pointed out 
that that is absolutely impossible, under 
the constitution, as separate schools can 
never be established in this province except 
by the deliberate action of the people of 
the province themselves. He proceeded to 
show that the government propose simply 
to give effect to the judgment of the privy 
council in England. 

Mr. Demers rose to dispute this, handing 
tij) a copy of the judgment. 

Mr. Earle said he hail seen this before, 
and thought it quite unnecessary to dis- 
cuss the legal question, as men better qual- 
ified than either he or Mr. Demers bad come 
to a conclusion on the legal aspect of the 
case In accord with the government's 
course. 

Mr. "Hob" Foster here rose in the au- 
dience to ask a question, but Mr. Earle 
not hearing him, invited his questioner to 
take one of the vacant seats nearer 
the platform. "Hob" misunderstood 
the invitation, and in a jiffy was 
the platform offering to address ihe 
meeting. 

Mr. Earle, amidst great laughter, invited 
the gentleman to take a seat near by on the 
platform, while he finished his address, and 

mistaking the visitor's attitude— re- 
marked that if Mr. Foster had been in- 
pired by his Liberal friends to disturb tho 
meeting, he would find that that game 

ould not work. 

Mr. (ieo. Morphy— " Not at all." 

Mr. Earle proceeded, that he hoped those 
of the opposition who were present would 
not make any attempt to disturb the 
meeting. 

Mr. Morphy— " Are we to be permitted 
to discuss the school question or are we 
not?" 

This question being repeated several 
times, with variations, " Hob " Foster left 
his seat to quiet Mr. Morphy, which he suc- 
ceeded in doing, returning to the platform 
amidst great applause and laughter. 

Mr. Earle then continued his remarks, 
showing that if Mr. Laurier fondly hoped 
to slip into power by means of the school 
question he is likely to find himself slipped 
up. (Col. Prior arrived at tins point, being 
greeted with applause continuing until he 
had reached a seat by the platform.) Mr. 
Earle in conclusion referred to the discred- 
itable nature of the campaign being carried 
on against him und Col. Prior, by the oppo- 
sition, and expressed confidence that the 
slanders they utter and publish will not be 
believed by the electors. (Applause.) 

Hon. E. G. Prior being called upon by tho 
chuirmon rose 'iniidst great applause, and 
at the outset complimented the audience 
upon the good humor shown this evening, 
as at all the meetings during the past few 
weeks; and he contrasted this with tho 
vicious nature of the campaign being waged 
against him and Mr. Earle, as well as tho 
Dominion government, in the Times. Ho 
saw that that paper is coining forward now 
with the same old yarn that was so unsuc-

GOVERNMENT EMBARRASSED. 

The Salisbury Cabinet Do Not Find It 
Smooth Sailing With Their Home 
and Foreign Policy. 

London, June 20.— The closing day of 
the first official year of the Conserva- 
tives (Lord Rosebery was defeated on 
June 21) finds the Marquis of Salisbury 
and his colleagues with an overladen 
programme which iB creating serious in- 
ternal dissension among their followers. 
There was another meeting of the cab- 
inet to-day, lasting two hours, to con- 
sider the course to pursue with the gov- 
ernment business especially with tho 
education bill which, although now 
discussed for several weeks has not pro- 
gressed beyond its first line. The first 
clause is of an extremely contentious 
character, as may be judged from the 
fact that during a single day of the pre- 
sent week, no fewer than 88 amendments 
were placed on paper, and of this num- 
ber 09 originated with Sir An- 
drew K. Rollitt, Conservative. It 
is an open secret that certain of 
the cabinet ministers insist that the bill 
must be lightened of some of its contro- 
versial features or an autumn session of 
parliament must be called and devoted 
to its consideration. It is thought that 
the former course was foreshadowed in 
the speech of the secretary of state 
for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, on Friday. The cabinet to- 
day probably considered the demand 
of the government of the South African 
republic for the prosecution of Cecil 
Rhodes, ex-Premier of (Jape Colony, 
and Messrs. Beith and Harris, his asso- 
ciates in the British South African 
Company. 

The Globe, Conservative, this after- 
noon says: " The importance of Presi- 
dent Kruger and his Berlin-inspired 
secretary of state, will not defeat, al- 
though it may delay tho British policy 
of consolidating the British and Dutch 
races in South Africa." 



POLITICAL DEMONSTRA TION. 

The Premier's Visit to Toronto the Occa 
sion of a Matnificent Ovation 
— Unruly Grits 

Toronto, June 20.— (Special) —The 
appearance of Sir Charles Tupper on the 
platform at the meeting here last night, 
was the occasion of one of the greatest 
ovations ever given to a Canadian states- 
man, the great audience rising en masse 
and cheering again and again. The 
cfieering and waving of handkerchiefs 
was redoubled in energy when seventeen 
public school maidens, dressed in pure 
white with red and blue sashes, 
filed on the stage; each with 
a letter made 01" flowers in 
her hand, being placed in order in 
front of the platform, made up the motto 
" welcome to our leader." W. R. Brock, 
when the enthusiasm aroused by the 
sight of the Premier had subsided, made 
a brief speech and then introduced Sir 
Churles. When he arose to speak, the 
Premier was greeted with rousing vol- 
leys of cheers. A number of men who 
appeared to be scattered in well organ- 
ized groups throughout the hall, 
kept up a series of groans 
and hisses which were drowned again 
and again by cheering. Several times 
the Premier sat down to allow the 
demonstration to cease, but it was re- 
newed each time he arose. During the 
whole of his speech the interruption 
was most unseemly and determined. A 
great portion of his speech was inaudi- 
ble to the reporters. Sir Charles spoke 
for over two hours, dealing with 
all the public questions of the day. 
Referring to the school question lie 
declared that he would continue his 
efforts to relieve the oppressed minority 
of Manitoba even though the heavens 
should fall. This declaration was re- 
ceived with rounds of applause. Sir 
Charles was followed by Messrs. Coats- 
worth, Cockburn and Clark, Conserva- 
tive candidates for Toronto, and the great- 
est political meeting ever held in Toronto 
was brought to an end about midnight.

«mt daily what is the best for Ihe great mnsaof 
the people, and I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will be returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnoBQ of us who have lived under the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
the last 17 years, and who have felt the great 
benefits by the gradual reduction ol the tariff, 
no argument to the contrary will convince us 
that free trade will be a change for ihe better. 
I say Canada for the Canadians lirst, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the Hubject 
that the Liberal party are expecting to ride 
into power by. On this question 1 desire to 
give my humble judgment, so that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that British fair play 
will prevail at last, when Manitoba received 
her Constitution in 1S70, the rights of .Manitoba 
were protected by law .

The schools were not up to tiic standard 
of our public schools, the teachers were below 
the standard, 11 spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
become Protcftants, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the State Schools Act. In passing 
that act 1 consider that they did not give tho 
minority that consideration that the Maritime 
and Eastern provinces had done. Thai was the 
right time the question should have been 
settlen. After six years litigation we lind that 
it lias become a national question. Remedial 
legislation as brought in by the government 
has not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal party have been divided outhequcs- 
tlonaswell as the Conservatives, and tho con- 
clusion that the wisest men In the country 
have come to is that the Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter In an honorable 
manner to all concerned. I could not support 
Remedial Legislation as brought In by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give justice to all concerned, so long as the 
public school system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
Laurier, while in B.C., said on two occasions 
while here that we I. ml the be.'t sc.huol system In 
the country, and commended our province 
highly on its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and I believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system us there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters 1 believe we 
are on the threshold of a prosperous future. 
Our mineral resouices, from our borders to the 
Aretie Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Being alive to those 
facts, it is our duty to advertise our resources; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The federal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and it will be the duty of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that justice Is done, 

I am In favor or the subsidizing of the C.W.R, 
to a reasonable extent, and eudorse the action 
oi the B.C. government on this question. 

The extension of the E. t v N. It. should he 
carried out at once, and the necessary appro-

Honorable Artillery Company Inter 
est in American Politics— Con- 
cerning' Royalty. 



London-, June 20. — The Ascot races 
and oppressive weather have emptied 
the metropolis of the majority of the 
fashionable population. Daring the 
week the mercury bubbled up to the 
vicinity of 80 degrees for the greater 
part of the time— a very exceptional 
showing for this city, and many sun- 
strokes and prostrations from heat were 
reported. 

The, Princess of Wales to-day has her 
annual picnic on Virginia water, all her 
family and a few intimate friends being 
present. 

Queen Victoria is expected to arrive 
at Windsor on Tuesday. The old castle 
is being made as bright as possible in 
anticipation of her return from Scot- 
land. 

Sir Mackenzie Howell and Mr. Flem- 
ing, C. M. G., have pone to Ireland on a 
holiday. They are disappointed at the 
dilatory manner in which the Pacific 
cable conference is being managed. They 
arrived here to find the British ofiicial 
delegates on a holiday at Buda Pesth, 
and another month must elapse before 
the conference begins. 

Several of the daily papers announce 
that the Duke of York will shortly visit 
Canada and Australia. 

Great, preparations are being made at 
the armory house, Finsbury, in this city, 
where the headquarters of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery company of 
London are situated, for the reception 
and entertainment of their comrades 
from Boston, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery company of 
MaasacliVBetts. The Honorable Artillery 
Co., as it is familiarly called, holds "a 
unique position among the forces of 
Her Majesty. It was incorporated by 
King Henry VIII, August 25, 1531, and 
is the oldest military body in the king- 
dom with the exception of the Yeomen 
of the Guard, who have been established 
since 1485, In lliliS, the very year in 
which the Massachusetts Company was 
founded, under charter granted by John 
Winthrop, governor of the Colony, and 
under command of Captain Robert 
Keayn, who had been connected 
with the Honorable Artillery Corn- 
company of London that year, the cor- 
poration of the city of London present- 
ed the company on the artillery grounds, 
near MoorrJeld, for military exercises. 
Although it had never been engaged in 
active service the Honorable Artillery 
company afforded particular protection 
to the Bank of England during the Lord 
George Gordon riot in 1870, and was 
also under arms during Chartists riots 
50 years ago, 

Princes of the royal house frequently 
have enrolled themselves in tho com- 
.pany generally as Captain General and 
another distinguished uietn'ier was 
Robert Milton, the poet, (vho is buried 
in the old ltuntiill fields i>uryin# ground 
adjoining the artillery headquarters. 
The Pri nee of Wales, who in captain- 
general and colonel of tho Loud >n com- 
pany is taking very great interest in the 
visit of the Massachusetts A.rtill iry Co., 
anil has obtained from the government 
permission for the American visitors to 
enter this country as an armed body. 

"BobFitzsimmons" is in England. He 
has been quite the rage in London for 
the last fortnight. With his family be 
is stopping at the Adelphi hotel. His 
appearance on the Strand or in Picca- 
dilly mikes a sensation of a mild sort. 
To a representative of the Associated 
Press FiUsininions said: "J am over 
here to look fur a match. This means 
that I will meet any man in the world, 
barring Corbett and color. I have 
constantly stated to my London friends 
that I will not meet Corbett under any 
consideration until he has lirst met men 
whom I have named, and suggested. 

Public men betray much interest in 
American polities. Sir Charles Dilke, 
for instance, is especially interested in a 
passage in the platform adopted on 
Thursday referring to the Monroe doc- 
trine. Ho said : " It is the usual inter- 
pretation of the Monroe doctrine of the 
present day and does not surprise as so 
embodied in the Republic platform, be- 
cause it represents the general tone ol 
the feeling of the people. As to the 
reference to the withdrawal of European 
powers from the Western Hemisphere, 
it is a delicate question about which I 
do not care to give any opinion." In 
respect to_the tariff plank Sir Charles 
Dilke remarked : " Protectionists have 
been in power on several occasions in 
recent years. It therefore may be as- 
sumed that the tariff from time to time 
lias been as protectional as the most 
protectionist politician desires. It never 
prevented this country from doing trade 
with a large numierof American manu- 
facturers who require stylish goods. The 
notion that a protective tariff excludes 
our trade is very inaccurate. The most, 
protective tariff we have over seen did 
not reduce the voiume of trade so seri- 
ously as was anticipated.', 

Col. Sir Howard Vincent, member for 
Shcflield city, which was much affected 
by the former high tariff, and is a leader 
of the English protection party, said : 
"I was delighted when I jumped out of 
bed this morning and read the Repub- 
lican platform. I hope tho party will 
impose a tariff fifty times heavier than 
the so-called McKinley tariff. It will 
open the eyes of the English people. 
They should be opened by the fact that 
we buy in the United States each year 
$80,000,000 of goods only to sell them 
$38,000,000 worth. The reference to the 
Monroe doctrine also delighted me. It 
will help Imperial federation, which will 
include commercial union with the scat- 
tered portions of the Empire, thereby 
building the latter up and making It im- 
pregnable." 

Advices received from Berbera, dated 
May 5, say that Prof. 1). C. Elliott, of 
the' Field Columbia museum of 
Chicago, wdio bad been three weeks 
previously on Gobardi Palin and at the 
foot of Golan mountains, securing rare 
specimens of sub-tropical animals for 
tho museum, had returned from Ber- 
bera where ho bad been forming a largo 
caravan with which to penetrate the in- 
terior. Prof. Elliott has already obtained 
lino specimens of wild aeses, ga/.elles,

McKIN LEY'S CANDIDATURE. 

What British Journals Say As to the Effect 
of His Policy IT Elected. 

London, June 1'.). — The St. James Ga- 
zette, this afternoon, discussing the 
effect of the possible presidency of Gov- 
ernor McKinley and the relations 
between Great Britain and the 
United States, says : " It cannot be said 
that the Democrats under Messrs. Cleve- 
land and Olney have shown too friendly 
a spirit, but we fear we must not hope 
for better things from the Republicans 
Jingoism is not the policy of either 
party, and we shall be lucky if we 
escape further causes of difference dur- 
ing McKinley's regime. We shall be 
lucky, too, if we eucceed as speedily as 
possible in arranging for the permanent 
arbitration of which the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury spoke yesterday." In conclusion 
the 8t. James Gazette congratulates 
Great Britain on the fact "that if Mc- 
Kinley is elected the United States will 
continue its obligations in honest 
money." 

The Globe remarks: "Tho outside 
world would prefer the installation of a 
government, pledged to both a gold 
standard and a moderate tariff," and 
suggests that President Cleveland might 
consolidate under gold the Democrats of 
the liou-iiiaiiufacturing states, proposing 
to continue the existing tariff with 
slight inodilicntions." 

The Westminster Gazette says : " The 
protection policy to which the party is 
committed will doubtless be as injurious 
to our trade as before, but, for the mo- 
ment there will be a sense of relief that 
the Republicans are not tampering with 
the currency." 

The Pall Mall Gazette asserts that the 
hollowness of the silver fraud was shown 
at the St. Louis convention. 

The Economist remarks: "While 
the bombastic phrase in regard to 
Foreign relations may mean little and 
be intended only to tickle the ears of the 
electors, they remind European inves- 
tors of the possibility of American 
securities being deprived of what has 
hitherto been regarded as one of their 
chief advantages." 

The Speaker attaches little importance 
to Mr. McKinley's personality, and says: 
"He seems to he the typical average man 
called to a position which gives more 
scope to individual ability t han that of 
any monarch except the three Emperors. 
There iis no need to expect him to set the 
Atlantic on lire, though, perhaps, the 
.lingo party may. At the least, his 
managers have saved America from dis- 
aster and have restored confidence in 
Europe. Whether they have disen- 
tegrated the union is another question. 
But the currency heresies ol America are 
chronic, and their definite defeat upon 
the present occasion may cause them to 
take on a new form." 

The Saturday Review thinks the result 
is "amply reassuring " adding : "The 
Democrats are not* in a position to nom- 
inate a dangerous competitor to McKin- 
ley. With a silver nominee they have 
no chance and there is a remote possi- 
bility that they may follow St. Louis in 
the appeal for hard money. The senti- 
ment in the East is interesting only be- 
cause it will involve a big secession from 
both existing organizations and the for- 
mation of a third State Socialism, the 
lortune of which will he instructive and 
perhaps edifying to follow." 



PROOFS COMPLETE. 

The Transvaal Government Announce That 
They Will Bring Cecil Rhodes 
to Trial. 

Ca.i*kti )W.n , June 10. — The secretary 
of state for the Transvaal has telegraph- 
ed to the British high commissioner 
here saying that, having in view the 
welfare ami peace of South Africa, the 
Transvaal government is convinced that 
the proofs in its possession, which are 
now completed and are at the disposal 
of Great Britain, justify and compel the 
bringing to trial of Messrs. Oeci! Rhodes, 
Alfred Beit, Dr. Harrison md all of 
the British South Africa Company con- 
nected with the raid in the Transvaal. 
The Secretary adds that the Transvaal 
republic is obliged to press this step on 
C-ireut Britain, and also to urge that all 
control of the British ('bartered South 
Africa Company he transferred to Great 
Britain.

SUCCUMBED TO HIS INJURIES. 

By the Deatli of Dr. John Lang the Bridge 
Disaster Claims a Fifty-Sixth Victim 
—A Terrible Coincidence. 

Although in a manner not unantici 
pated, the deatli of Dr. John hang 
which occurred at the Jubilee hospital 
during Friday night, comes as a cruel 
shock to the many who in life had known 
and esteemed the deceased practitioner 
and Christian worker. His injuries 
the memorable disaster at Point LI 
bridge were from the first recognized as 
very serious — several ribs having been 
dislodged from the cartileges, the right 
kidney being terribly bruised, anil tin 
liver and other organs heing seri- 
ously injured— but as time went 
on, and the memory of the Queen's 
birthday tragedy became in a manner 
dimmed, it was generally believed that 
the doctor would survive. His medical 
attendants, however, entertained little 
hope, and during Friday night their pa- 
tient breathed his last. ' 

Born in Dumbartonshire, Scotland, 38 
years ago, the late Dr. Lang graduated in 
his profession tit Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh while still a very young man, and 
at once entered upon its practice. He 
spent seven and a half years in China as 
a medical missionary of the Presbyter- 
ian church, and four years ago came 
to this city, broken in physique by his 
residence in unsanitary China — to close, 
while still in the prime of manhood, his 
career devoted to good works and un- 
ostentatious benevolence. The form- 
ality of the coroner's inquest was dis- 
posed of yesterday, a verdict being re- 
turned in accordance with the facts, and 
it is expected that the funeral will take 
place to-morrow, the members of the 
Sir William Wallace Society, of which 
Dr. Lang had been a most influential 
member, attending in a body. 

By Dr. Lung's demise a widow and 
live little children, the eldest only seven 
years of age, are bereft of the care ot 
husband unil father, while 
mother in Dumbarton mourns 
of an afleetioiiate and devoted son. Her 
grief is all the more poignant bo reason 
of a terrible coincidence, the late Dr. 
Lang's elder brother Robert having been 
drowned on May 25 — onlv the day be- 
fore the Point Ell ice catastrophe — while 
boating on the river Leven at Duin bar- 
barton. The news of this brother's 
death was never communicated to Dr. 
Lang.

SWEPT BY A TIDAL WAVE. 

Coincident With the Inundation of Japan's 
Seaboard Cities, a Similar Disturbance 
Floods the West Coast Settlements. 

Coincident with the devastation of the 
coast cities of Japan by a tidal wave on 
Monday last, a similar disturbance of 
tin; sea created no little alarm along the 
entire seaboard of Vancouver Island, 
sweeping the full length of the west 
coast, but fortunately doing no serious 
damage to any of the settlements. It is 
very seldom that a tidal wave is so far 
reaching, and at the time the first re- 
ports of the one on the Vancouver Island 
shore were telegraphed from Carmanah 
signal station it was supposed that the 
disturbance was caused by subaqueous 
eruptions not many miles oil' the land. 

For upwards of three hours the wutere 
rushed inland for miles, moving 
strangely to and fro at a velocity of 
nearly eight miles an hour. The steamer 
Maude which returned yesterday from 
West coast ports, was at Kyuquot at the 
time, and her officers, crew and pas- 
sengers watched with curious attention 
the novel movement of the waters, 
estimating that at Kyuquot during the 
few hours ol the inundation all the sea- 
skirting land was submerged to a depth 
of four or five feet.

Victoria's Lacrosse Representatives 
Add One More to Their Series 
of Victories. 



Dally Wins the Mile Championship 
at Jlis Base— Saturday's 
Cricket. 



Yesterday's championship lacrosse match 
at Caledonia Park brought no change in 
the order or the percentages of the oppos- 
ing teams — the Capitals of this city and the 
Westminsters. Again Victoria won, and 
again, necessarily, Westminster lost, the 
home combination by the outcome of this 
fourth match of the season's series main- 
taining unbroken their record of successive 
Tictories. The attendance was unusually 
large, even for magnetic lacrosse, and the 
game was throughout devoid of roughness 
or wrangling. 

It was not exactly good lacrosse, how- 
ever, especially not in the first hour, 
the checking being loose and the pronencss 
of several of the men on either side toward 
grandstand individual work at limes de- 
stroying the effectiveness of the team play. 
Nor'dkl Victoria appear to as conspicuous 
advantage as in the two previous matches 
ofthevear. C. L. Cullin, as inside home, 
being decidedly oil his usual form, and 
Coldwell, in goal, being much too often out 
of it. The team did not settle down fairly 
as a matter of fact until the second hour— 
and then the game was all tbeir's. 

West minster gave evidence of thorough 
preparation for the engagement and played 
a fast, clean game throughout, their 
young goalkeeper, Knight, being a host 
in himself, although it was but his third 
senior match, and their Held being well on 
the ball at all times. Among the Victoria 
colts, l$land, Sohuoter, Campbell and Kin- 
layson diil very steady, effective work, al- 
though the two former lack the weight as 
yet for bard checking. The veteran Belfry 
also illustrated a commendable ambition to 
avoid individual glory for the safer policy 
of completing good combination, and was 
just where he was most needed when his 
services were in demand. As a sample of 
quick, clever, clean lacrosse, the fifth and 
sixtli games were all that could be asketl 
for. 

In the first game the battle raged almost 
entirely in the direction of the Westmin- 
ster lings, no fewer than twenty-one shots 
being mined on goal, only to be stopped or 
turned aside by Knight. Then, in relieving 
his tlags, Knight sent the rubber well down 
field where it was passed by Latham to Pat- 
terson, who scored for the visitors.

Hon. E. G. Prior in opening referred 
tojtlie tactics of the opposition, who 
were now using abuse instead of argu- 
ment, hut he detied anyone to show in 
any of the charges of boodling that 
the opposition had made a case 
in which a member of the 
government had made one cent. 
The opposition knowing that they ware 
beaten on the trade issue had tried to 
make capital out of the school question, 
and now when that was failing them 
they raised the howl of 



and it was a Liberal administration that 
sent out Mr. Edgar to try and break 
those terms. (Applause.) 

The meeting closed after a short, 
pithy address by Mr. H. Dallus Ilelmc- 
ken.

They posed as purists, out what were the 
facts? Why, in 1891, twenty-five sup- 
porters of Mr. Laurier had their elections 
upset, being over a quarter of the Lib- 
erals elected. (Applause). Look at 
some of Mr. Laurier's present lieuten- 
ants, Jimmy McShane, Mr. Tarte, Mr. 
Pacaud and a number of others. A voice, 
" Mr. McGreevy." " Mr. McGreevy, 
you say," replied Mr. Prior, " why, he 
did wrong, and the Conservative govern- 
ment pnt him in jail (applause), and 
that was more than the Liberals 
did when any of their side did wrong." 
The Liberal party were reading ex- 
tracts from the English papers about 
corrupt practices, but took very good 
care to suppress the dates. Why, they 
were 2o years old. 
Mr. Sea-' •Oh!" 

Mr. Prior continued— Yes they were; 
they were written in 187,'i, in. connection 
with the old Pacific scandal, and he de- 
fied Mr. Sea or anyone else to show they 
were a day later. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) The Liberals were always try- 
ing some new rostrum to get into power, 
but they had been defeated four times 
already, and Tuesday would see them 
whipped again. (Applause.) 'Die op- 
position tactics were to try and foist 
some false stories on the people, just as 
that story about Sir Charles Tupper 
kissing Archbishop Langevin's toe. Yet, 
just like Mr. Tern pieman's statement 
about himself (Mr. Prior) they had 
to take those stories back. The policy of 
protection was next touched on, and the 
speaker asked if the farmers wanted to 
have protection taken from them. 
(Cries of no, no.) Nor could the manu- 
facturers or mechanics do without pro- 
tection. It was not only against the 
States hut against what was worse, the 
competition of the Japanese, and if we 
opened our markets to the world these 
Japanese would have the same chance of 
competing as white people. Did they 
want that? (No, no.) Having stated 
his position on the school question, 
which was in accord with that of the 
present government, to support the 
compact made with Manitoba when she 
entered confederation. Alter explaining 
how, at the present election, many of 
the electors would still have the incon- 
venience of having to go a long distance 
to poll their votes, because Mr. Martin, 
at Mr. Templeman's instance, had op- 
posed the passage of the bill that was 
brought in by the speaker to give more 
polling places. Hon. Mr. Prior sat 
down amid a great burst of applause. 

Hon. Dr. Ilelmcken followed, point- 
ing out that the real issue before 
the country at this election was 
the trade question. He traced up 
the marvellous progress of this country 
since the days of old Fort Victoria, when 
it took six months to bring the mail 
from England. What a contrast to the 
present time that was and yet the oppo- 
sition were claiming that the country 
did not prosper. He denied that it had 
not progressed and that marvellously. 
Having pointed out what protection had 
done for Canada he maintained that free 
trade would ruin the farmers of British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, owing to the late- 
ness of the hour, and as he and Mr. 
Prior had to address two meetings in 
the evening, was very brief. He and 
Mr. Prior were, he said, candidates for 
election as supporters of the Liberal- 
Conservative party, whose policy was, 
as they all knew, protection. The statis- 
tics plainly showed what great progress 
Canada had made since the National 
Policy was introduced by the Liberal 
Conservatives. It was almost superfluous 
for him to speak to the farmers here of the 
benefits of protection, for they all know 
that pioteciion was absolutely necessary 
for the welfare of their industry; and 
not to them alone, but to the manufac- 
turer and the artisan as well. He quite 
agreed with the remarks of Hon. Mr. 
Prior that the government's position on 
the school question was the right one, 
and he, if elected, would support that 
policy. (Applause.) Their opponents 
had lately taken to throwing dirt and 
though lie and Mr. Prior would not de- 
scend to such low tactics he thought it 
but fair to point out what an unenviable 
position the Liberals stood in as regard- 
ed corruption. He read Hon. Alexan- 
der Mackenzie's letter to show how that 
gentleman, when he was in power, had 
to stand guard over the public works de- 
partment to defend it from his own Lib- 
eral friends. Ho could give item after 
item of Liberal corruption. The oppo- 
sition, however, had opposed every great 
public work brought forward by the Lib- 
eral-Conservative government lor devel- 
oping Canada. Mr. Earle closed after 
expressing the hope that the electors 
would come forward on Tuesday and 
show their appreciation of the National 
Policy by electing Mr. Prior and him- 
self.

HORRIBLE CONDITION OF THINGS 

Deaths from Starvation In All Parts of 
• Italy — Revolution Only a 

Question of Time. 

London, June 20. — A letter from an 
Englishman who has long been resident 
in Italy, published in Truth, gives a 
serious picture of the situation of affairs 
in that country. It says that revolution 
is only a question of time. The taxes 
are 00 per cent, on all incomes, and the 
condition of the starving peasantry and 
lower classes generally equals that 
of the French before the Revolu- 
tion. In Sardinia, it adds, that 
mothers are feeding their children 
on grass and weeds by the roadside, 
and that in all parts there are deaths from 
starvation. The women straw workers 
of Tuscany also appear in open revolt 
everywhere, and men and women re- 
duced to skeletons are seen carrying 
their last rags to be sold for taxes. In 
Lombard)' and other northern districts 
where the people live on an insufficient 
quantity of Indian corn, the disease 
of pelagra is increasing, over one hun 
dred thousand persons being affected, of 
whom over 3,000 die yearly.

The Senator Finds the Tasmanian 
Apple Something- of a 
Boomerang.

At the Saanich agricultural hall on Fri- 
day evening, Mr. Huslam, the second Con- 
servative in the field for the representation 
of Vancouver district, held a well-attended 
and very orderly meeting at which Mr. 
John, who has presided with absolute im- 
partiality at all meetings in that section oi' 
the district, acted as chairman to the satis- 
faction of everyone. Mr. Haslani was of 
course the first and the principal 
speaker of the evening, his address 
being listened to with close attention. 

At the outset ho devoted himself to re- 
viewing the fiscal policy of the government 
and com rusting it with the chanieleoii-like 
plat forms of the opposition— a subject ditll- 
cllll to discuss for the simple reason that as 
soon as one came to look into u declaration 
of. opposition policy its fathers promptly 
disowned it and launched sonic other. As 
a matter of fact the Liberal policy was so 
frequently changed that even the faithful 
followers'of the party found it hard to keep 
track of the many changes. It was perhaps 
for this reason thai the opposition candi- 
date in the district was at tin' 
present lime found seeking votes on 
a declaration of policy which was 
altogether ditl'erent from the policy 
of free trade which bis own leaders, Hon. 
Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard I 'artwrighl , 
were championing. They were making for 
free trade, they said, but they would not 
give il to Canada all at once they would 
introduce it in doses. 

'faking the subject of free trade as.:hls 
text the candidate proceeded to show just 
what this free trade meant to the farmers 
of Vancouver district, the comments of the 
electors as he proceeded showing that the 
picture far from pleased the intelligent 
residents of Saanich. 

Then he showed by unanswerable argu- 
ments how inseparable were the interests 
of the manufacturer and the agriculturist, 
and pointed to the progress of all the in- 
dustries in heavily protected France in 
contrast with the increasing depression of 
agriculture and all other productive in- 
dustries in free trade England, Referring 
to a favorite and very foolish cry of the 
Opposition that the people of Canada were 
deserting the Dominion for the land of the 
Stars and Stripes, be showed how this 
was in itself an argument for pro- 
tection, as the United States had dis- 
covered by dear experience that protection 
was the oiily policy under which the coun- 
try could prosper. The latter part of Mr. 
Haslam's address was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the Manitoba school question. 

Senator Medlines next took the platform 
In the interests of his son, the opposition 
candidate, and devoted the greater part of 
the time at bis disposal to a rehash of the 
old subject -the school question. Seeing that 
his audience was showing all the signs of ex- 
haustion, he changed to the trade issue and 
soon found himself in hot water. He was 
objecting to the line of steamers to Aus- 
tralia being subsidized and thought to 
mukea|point;hy .storming at what he termed 
the injustice to the farmers of Saanich of 
bringing Tasmanian apples to British Col- 
umbia, as the last Australian liner had. 
The importation of these apples lie was di- 
lating upon in terms of indignation when 
called to a halt by a gentleman in the audi- 
ence, who inquired : 

" Hut our apples are not ripe for the mar- 
ket in this country at this time of the year. 
We haven't any* to supply the market 
with." 

It was a fact, and tbe Senator could not 
get round it. His discomfort was visibly 
increased when n little later Mr. Haslani 
followed the matter up by showing how, 
with the (litference in the seasons here and 
ill the Southern colonies, the same steam- 
ers that brought Tasmanian apples to Can- 
ada when they were ripe for the market 
and Canadian" apples were not available, 
carry the apples grown in this country "to 
the markets across the sea when the season 
there is lit an end — both countries there- 
in- reaping the advantage of the trade. 

Then the Senator switched to .Mr. Hag- 
cart, who was not present, asserting that 
he had been guilty of deceiving the farm- 
ers of Saanich by saying that he was hiin- 
selfa fanner, " whereas he is a boss in the 
mines at Wellington." 

Though Mr. Huggart was not present to 
refute the statement thus made that In- 
had been guilty of deceiving the elec- 
tors by a false representation of his 
avocation, the Senator did not escape im- 
mediate correction. Captain I.angley was 
on his feet at once, and promptly discom- 
litted the speaker once again by explaining 
that Mr. Haggart is and has been for the 
past ten years the owner of a farm n mile 
and a half from the town of Wellington, 
Where he lives, and which he operates. 
The fact that he works also in a mine did 
not make him any the less a fanner. 

Senator Mclnnes had nothing more to 
say, and Mr. Haslani closed the meeting. 

hast evening Mr. Haslani and Senator 
Mel lines were at the Royal Oak, the 
latter again representing his son, the Op- 
position candidate. Mr. Cavin presided, 
and the speeches were in the main repeti- 
tions of those delivered at Saanich ttie 
evening before. Senator Mclnnes de- 
voted a little more valuable time, perhaps, 
to the arraignment of the Government For 
not putting a heavy duty upon imported 
ice — an article of home manufacture, 
which he evidently holds to be one of the 
most important products of Canadian in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Haslani in tiis address produced sta- 
tistics to show I lint, agricultural products 
are equally protected with articles of man- 
ufacture under the existing tariff, while if 
a tarlil like that of the last Liberal govern- 
ment were adopted there would be few 
farmers able to make a living. That the 
National Policy had benefited the Cana- 
dian farmer was shown by the fact that 
while consumption hail greatly increased 
the importation of farm products had 
steadily fallen oil'. Under the Liberal policy 
the Canadian farmer was forced abroad for 
his market, while the home market was 
given over to the Americans. He 
was sure no one in British Colum- 
bia wished to see a recurrence 
of this state of affairs. 

Cries of " No I No!" 

He had heard it said on several of the 
Liberal platforms that the duties would be 
the same again. 

Senator Mclnnes called for names, and 
Mr. Iiaslam promptly nailed the matter 
by informing the audience that he bad 
heard it said for one by Senator Mclnnes 
at Duncan. 

"Ami," Mr. Daniels interjected, " it lias 
been said too by Mr. Tenipleman and Dr. 
Milne." 

The two speakers were the only ones of 
tbe evening and the meeting closed shortly 
after midnight, with votes of thanks to the 
chairman and to two Indies who patiently 
remained until the conclusion of Senator 
Mel lines' address. 
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Cessfui last January. Then they hud Mr. 
Laurier called on to form a government 
(laughter), and now they have telegrams 
telling of the present bright prospects of 
the Liberal party in the Fast, (Renewed 
laughter.) These telegrams appear to come 
iron! the same source as those of last Janu- 
ary, since shown to have been absolutely 
devoid of truth— evidently sent to meet the 
(leiniind in the Times otliee.

That letter he 
felt sure must have been written in the 
Times office. (Laughter.) He would say 
a few words now about corruption— the 
favorite topic of the Liberals. If any per- 
sons believe any political statement in the 
Times (laughter)— though he felt sure that 
very few people do (applause), they must- 
think that the Conservatives are the most 
corrupt parly on the face of the earth. 

There was vigorous applause at this point 
from the knot of Liberals at the hack of 
the hall, and noting this Col. Prior pro- 
ceeded: "That brings out Liberal ap- 
plause, I sec. That is all they can talk 
about— corruption and boodle. Rut they 
have as bad and worse in their own party 
as ever were in the Conservative ranks, and 
their own lender is consorting to-day with 
men who according to the cbiet Liberal 
newspaper ought to be in gaol." (Hear, 
hear*.) He proceeded to show that one of 
Mr. Laurier's most intimate friends was 
flonore Mercior, " the greatest boodlerwho 
ever stepped in shoe leather." (Hear, 
bear.) 

Mr, Pernors— " What about McOieevy 
and Connolly '.' " ( Liberal applause.) 

i 'ol. I'rii ir- " I'll tell you about t hem ; 
they were scoundrels, and when they were 
found mil the Conservative government 
prosecuted them, which is more than a 
Liberal government ever did." (Hear, 
hear.) He wished next to Bay a few words 
about local stib]erts. and lirst ..fall be re- 
ferred to the position of the post office 
clerks. I Ic showed that there is no truth 
in tin- statement made by Dr. Milne at 
several meetings that there is a higher 
scale of puv lor postal employees in Fast- 
en! Canada than in British Columbia. On 
the contrary he pointed out that the only 
difference is that in British Columbia the 
clerks get mi additional allowance of $120 a 
reai. (Hear, hear.) If there arc mure in 
Victoria than elsewhere working for the 
minimum salary of $480, it is because they 
have not passed the examination which all 
must pass before they are entitled 
to the annual increase provided lor by law. 
The clothing supplied to the carriers brings 
their pay up to nearly fifty dollars a month, 
and since the Dominion government is so 
loudly blamed because of this pay he would 
like tii ask if there are not plenty of me- 
chanics in this city who would be willing 
tu work for fifty dollars a month year in 
and year out, wit h tbe certainty of not be- 
ing out of work and a regular pay day. 

M r. Demers— '• That's right ; lots oi' them 
would he only too glad to get it." 

Col. 1'rior having acknowledged this cor- 
roborative testimony from an opposition 
source, proceeded to deal with the charge 
of neglect of Victoria's interests in 
not having the wreck of the San I'edro re- 
moved from Drotchie ledge. He reminded 
tbe audience that for two or three years 
after she went on, her owners were making 
strenuous clforts to float her, and that in 
these attempts they spent upwards of $200,- 
000. When it seemed that they had at 
last given her up, the government called 
for tenders for the removal of the wreck, 
these running all the way from ifiSU to 
$3,500. In the meantime, however, the 
owners themselves had got to work salving 
the wreck, which for some weeks has been 
in course of removal. As soon as it is oil' 
the government will proceed to lay the 
cable and place the beacon that have been 
waiting in Victoria for the past eighteen 
months, to go on Brotchie ledge. He 
thought no reasonable man who heard the 
facts would blame the government for their 
course in this matter. (Applause.) 

Then there is the powder magazine, and 
with, respect to this he quite agreed with 
those who say that it is not in its proper 
place in the park. That matter, however, 
lias been receiving the attention of him- 
self and Mr. Bane ever since the time 
when several years ago they secured the 
construction of another magazine near 
Macaulay Point. Just at its completion, 
however! the Canadian regulars were re- 
moved from here, and the property was 
handed over to their successors, the Im- 
perial troops. After long negotiations it was 
agreed that the powder should be removed 
to the Macaulay Point magazine if the Do- 
minion Government would build an 
approach at a cost of $300. When the con- 
sent of I lie government to spend this 
amount hail been secured, lately, it was 
found thai Major Muirhead, who 
controls the building, refuses to 
allow the powder to be placed there, 
so the government has been disap- 
pointed again. He would now advise that 
the powder lie either sold for what it will 
bring, or be taken out to sea and dropped 
overboard, so that an end may be put to 
the nuisance. 

As to tbe Indian reserve, as already 
staled that matter is now in course of ar- 
rangement between the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial governments, a commission having 
been appointed by them. Tbequestion of 
< ivv ncrship alter I he Indians leave will have 
to be decided by a reference to the courts, 
and it will then be for whichever govern- 
ment is declared to be the owner to deal 
with the city of Victoria. He had no doubt 
that the city would be able to secure the 
property either for a small payment or as 
a free grant. (Applause.) 

lie would now deal with a matter of 
more importance, that of the British Paci- 
fic railway, tie noticed that he had been 
called a deliberate liar by his opponents for 
his statements in this respect, and he 
wished to state t hai while it is very easy 
for Mr. Tenipleman and Mr. Senile to use 
such language in their newspapers, they 
have absolutely nothing on which to base 
their denials of his statements. They say 
that Mr. Bod well says no application was 
made, but wise as Mr. Hod well is he docs 
not know everything. (Hear, hear.) What 
does Mr. Ritliet say, however? That gen- 
tleman certainly (foes know, and in a few 
minutes they would hear read a letter 
■which has been received from him. 

Loud laughter from the Liberal corner 
greeted this statement. 

Col, l'rior — "You are nut accustomed, 
perhaps, to your own party telling the 
truth, and you find it hard to believe that 
we do. I know, however, that this letter 
from Mr. Rithet will be believed. (Ap- 
plause.) They say that the grant for 100 
miles on the' island is for the 10. A. N. rail- 
way. 1 never said it was not; but I did 
say that if the Dunsinuirs do not build that 
100 miles of road the British l'acilie com- 
pany Will, and if the Duiisniuirs do build 
it it will form part of the British Pacific 
railway. At. least it is our desire that it 
shall. Mr, Earl e and I were charter mem- 
bers of the Iirilish l'acilie company, and 
we. have an equal interest in it -with Mr. 
Rithet. to-day, though Mr. Templcman, 
with no evidence to the contrary, says 
we have not; and we consider that it would 
be simply foolish to parallel the E. A>. N. 
railway on the island if we can make any 
other arrangement. I can say to-night 
that Mr. Ritliet is perfectly satisfied with 
the attitude of the government in this 
mutter, and that the best interests of the 
British Pacific will he served by the return 
of Mr. Karle and myself to the House of 
Commons, However, you shall hear from 
himself, for I will now ask Mr. Ker to read 
the letter. (Great applause.) 

Mr. D. R. Ker, rising amidst renewed 
applause, said that on the day of Mr. 
Rithet's departure, that gentleman said he 
expected to be buck about a week before 
the elections, and that lie would be pleased 
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during that time to do what he could before 
public meetings or otherwise to assist our 
late representatives. It appears, however, 
that lie was unexpectedly delayed, and 
therefore Mr. Rithet had written the letter 
which Mr. Ker then proceeded to read. 

The letter appears in full elsewhere in 
this issue. It was heard with marked at- 
tention and interest, but towards the end 
some " Liberal " rang u bell several times, 
greatly to the annoyance of ttie audience 
as a whole. A tremendous round of ap- 
plause greeted its conclusion, after the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

" Above everything, I would say to you 
and aiv other friends that all splitting of 
votes should be avoided. Let the question 
be', one or the other— Conservative or Lib- 
eral; and on no account allow your cause to 
be nullified by sending u divided represen- 
tation from the city of Victoria. 

"I again wish you every success during 
the coming contest, and shall watch the 
progress of the election with the' greatest 
interest; and, until I learn to the contrary, 
1 have every confidence that the result will 
be a solid representation of Liberal-Con- 
servatives." 

Col. Prior then continued his 'address. 
He asked the audience to reflect upon the 
advice given by Mr. Rithet as to the elec- 
tion, and if they could conscientiously 
follow it lie hoped to secure their votes for 
.Mr. Karle and himself on Tuesday nest, 
lie would point out again that very few 
men in Victoria have greater interest in 
real estate here, and it nuist be evident to 
everyone that whatever they do for the 
city will be greatly to their own personal 
benefit also. (Applause.) 

To refer for a few minutes to the tariff 
issue, he would ask the people of Victoria 
again if they wish to be swamped 
with cheap labor; if they wish to incur 
the danger by lowering the tariff 
of opening the door to the Japanese com- 
petition now menacing this continent. 
(Hear, hear.) He had been very much 
amused at some of the cartoons issued of 
late, especially one in the Province to-day, 
which perhaps the audience knew was the 
product of Japanese labor. He did not 
mind being ridiculed by a good white man, 
but lie must draw the line at the Japanese. 
(Laughter.) He did not think the publish- 
ers of the Province would deny that the 
cartoon had been turned out by Japanese 
labor; if they did, then things must have 
changed a good deal in the past few days. 
(Hear, hear.) Itefore sitting down he 
wished again to call attention to tbe kind 
of telegrams the Times receives, mid to 
warn the electors nut to be fooled 
by them. There was for instance 
that oueabout Sir Charles Tapper receiving 
the Archbishop's blessing (laughter), 
which the Times had to retract the very 
next day. But as one of the prominent 
Liberals said to him last January, "Of 
course it is a lie but some fellow will be- 
lieve it." (Laughter.) 

A Voice— " That's a little old." 

Col. Prior — "Yes, not like your policy; 
you have a new one every election." He 
referred also to the English press opinions 
being circulated by the opposition 
as if they referred to the pre- 
sent Dominion government, whereas 
the fact is that they were publish- 
ed—if they are correctly quoted— several 
years ago, and most probably refer to the 
huge Doodling by .Mr. Mereier's Liberal 
government. (Hear, bear.) In conclusion 
lie asked again for a straight Conservative 
vote for himself and Mr. Karle. (Applause. ) 

There were calls from some of the Liberals 
for Mr. Scaife, and that gentleman went up 
to the platform after Mr. A. E. McPhlllips 
had been called upon by the chairman as 
the next speaker. The chairman informed 
Mr. Scaife that the programme must be 
carried out, and that gentleman according- 
ly seated himself in the chair which "Bob" 
Foster hud vacated after Bob had explain- 
ed that he had only gone to the platform 
to ask everybody 'to vote for Earle and 
Prior. 

Mr. MePhillips proceeded with, iii.s ad- 
dress, but baa not gone far when Mr. 
Bcaife's admirers in the ball com- 
menced a series of interruptions, .stamp- 
ing upon the Moor so that the 
Speaker could not be heard, and calling 
" Scaife," "Scaife " I Mr. . Scaife time and 
again rose tu remark that "Tbe Liberals 
will oblige me very much by keeping 
quiet," but he was not heeded. 
Neither were the chairman's admon- 
itions. Then a whistling Liberal performed 
" Daisy Hell," and received great applause. 
Mr. MeFliilliDS bud a very brief quiet in- 
terval, but the noise commencing again, 
Mr. Karle rose, and during the calm that 
ensued remarked: " Our experience in the 
past has been that the only persons who 
have disturbed public meetings here have 
been connected with the Liberal party. It 
is their policy all through." When he sat 
down the stamping started again, and fin- 
ally a message was despatched to the police 
Station for a constable to keep order. Con- 
stable Allan arrived soon afterwards, hut 
his presence only varied the performance, 



continuous applause taking tbe place of 
tbe stamping. A truly loyal Liberal then 
started " God Save the Queen," mid then 
asked cheers for Laurier, which were duly 
given. Of course cheers for Tupper 
followed — all this in the best temper pos- 
sible. " We won't go home till morning" 
was next rendered by the whistler, and 
stamping ami applauding followed until 
close to midnight Mr. MePhillips wound 
up his address by calling for " three cheers 
for the Queen. These having been given 
the audience rose as one man and left the 
hall, not heeding the address witli which 
Mr. Scaife pursued them, and whatever he 
was trying to say being drowned by the 
noise of the departing footsteps. 

At the same time that the big city meet- 
ing was in progress at the Lyceum those of 
the interested residents of Victoria West 
who could not conveniently be in the city 
met at Fairall's hall to listen to a presen- 
tation of their views by the Conservative 
candidates. Mr. Gerow made a most fair 
and satisfactory chairman, and the speak- 
ers of the evening met with a cordial and 
appreciative reception. Hon. Mr. Prior in 
the course ot his address directed attention 
to the tactics now adopted by the opposi- 
tion, who have abandoned the discussion 
of policies for the — for them— more congen- 
ial pastime of throwing mud. A favorite- 
declaration of theirs was that the govern- 
ment and all connected with the govern- 
ment or the Conservative party should be 
classed as thieves and boodlers, and in this 
connection Hon. Mr. Prior challenged any- 
one to cite and prove a single case of cor- 
ruption in Dominion affairs that had not 
been prosecuted at the lirst opportunity by 
the Conservative government, and, if sus- 
tained, visited with the penalties of Cana- 
dian law. Local matters next received con- 
sideration, and the hon. gentleman closed 
with an appeal to the electors not to 
stultify themselves and defeat the interests 
of Victoria by splitting their votes under 
any consideration. 

Hon. Dr. Ilelmcken followed with a 
terse, practical presentation of the issues of 
the hour, which was listened to with close 
attention, and on his resuming his seat his 
son, Mr. II. O. Ilelmcken, M.P.P., was re- 
peatedly called for and finally came for- 
ward, lie contrasted the manner of his 
hearty reception with the very discourte- 
ous treatment lie had received from the 
opposition candidates at the Grit meet- 
ing on Friday evening, in a locality in 
which he and his family had been known 
for many years, and where they were 
heavily interested in many ways. Briefly 
summing up the issues to be decided at tbe 
polls on Tuesday lie called upon the elect- 
ors of Victoria West to serveUheir own in- 
terests and the interests of Canada by cast- 
ing their ballots for the Conservative can- 
didates, Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. Thomas 
Karle. 



The Liberals held a meeting at Metchosln 
last night at which the attendance num- 
bered only thirteen or fourteen, and even 
of these "the great majority were favor- 
able to the Liberal-Conservative cause by 
the hearty cheers given for Mess a. l'rior 
and Earle at the close of the meeting. Mr. 
Tenipleman was not present, Dr. Milne, 
Messrs. Marchant and Ledingham being 
Hie speakers for the Liberal side, while Mr. 
W. H. Hayward put in a telling little ud- 
dress for the Conservatives. Mr. A. J. 
Eraser occupied the chair.
